RUSSIA HAS MADE it clear 
th at the scope of her w ar ambi­ 
tion s is repossession of a ll terri­ 
tories taken away from her. It has 
been poin ted out th at Fin lan d , Bes­ 
sarabia an d the eastern half of Po­ 
lan d are territories which were 
taken away from the lan d -locked 
peoples. 
Port A rthur, which became a 
casualty of Russia’s w ar with 
Japan at the turn of the cen tury , 
has been completely ov erlooked — 
by ev ery on e but the Russian s. As 
a 
m atter of fact, the Sov iet n ation 
is far more an xious to regain this 
prized port of the Pacific than it 
is to reach out for more lan d in 
Europe. 
Ev er sin ce Peter the Great, the 
ultimate goal of Russia’s ambition s 
was to win a d irect an d practical 
access to the great world seas. By 
1900 the n ation had turn ed its back 
upon western Europe an d was 
m akin g plan s to d ev elop Siberia 
an d promote itself in the Pacific. 
This con flicted with the bud d in g 
plan s of Japan an d the two n a­ 
tion s wen t to war. The corrupt ad ­ 
min istration 
of 
T sar 
Nicholas 
could n ot wage an effectiv e cam­ 
paign . The poorly -equipped , bad ly - 
led arm y was crushed at Mukd en . 
In d esperation the T sar d ispatched 
a formid able fleet from Baltic 
bases to steam the then -in cred ible 
d istan ce to the Orien t an d carry 
the war to Japan itself. The Jap 
n av y was waitin g an d read y . It 
in tercepted the fleet an d an n i­ 
hilated it in the Battle of Tsushi­ 
ma. The peace which was n egoti­ 
ated pen alized Russia with the loss 
of Port Arthur. 
Japs Grow Ambitious 
Russia's ambition s in the Pacific 
were w recked . The Japan ese people 
wen t wild ov er the v ictories. Their 
lead ers wen t wild with gran d iose 
plan s. World W ar I foun d Japan 
d eceptiv ely align ed with the Allies. 
A con v en ien t allian ce—for Japan 
—which en abled her to fall heir to 
the former German in sular posses­ 
sion s in the Pacific. 
The Allies d id n ot trust Japan 
an d the high comman d d id n ot 
ov erlook the probability th a t the 
Nippon ese would seize an y pretext 
to take ov er parts of Siberia an d 
seal Russia off from the Pacific 
ocean . Accord in gly , the Japs were 
in v ited to participate in an Allied 
patrol of Siberia, exposed to con -

RUSSIA HAS MADE it clear 
that the scope of her war ambi­ 
tions is repossession of all terri­ 
tories taken away from her. It has 
been pointed out that Finland, Bes­ 
sarabia and the eastern half of Po­ 
land are territories which were 
taken away from the land-locked 
peoples. 
Port Arthur, which became a 
casualty 
of 
Russia’s 
war w ith 
Japan at the turn of the century, 
has been com pletely overlooked— 
by everyone but the Russians. As a 
m atter of fact, the Soviet nation 
is far more anxious to regain this 
prized port of the Pacific than it 
is to reach out for more land in 
Europe. 
E ver since Peter the Great, the 
ultim ate goal of Russia’s ambitions 
was to win a direct and practical 
access to the great world seas. By 
1900 the nation had turned its back 
upon 
w estern E urope 
and 
was 
m aking plans to develop Siberia 
and prom ote itself in the Pacific. 
This conflicted w ith the budding 
plans of Jap an and the tw o n a­ 
tions w ent to wrar. The corrupt ad­ 
m inistration 
of 
T sar 
Nicholas 
could not w age an effective cam ­ 
paign. The poorly-equipped, badly- 
led arm y w as crushed a t Mukden. 
In desperation the T sar dispatched 
a form idable 
fleet 
from 
Baltic 
bases to steam the then-incredible 
distance to the O rient and carry 
the w ar to Jap an itself. The Jap 
navy was w aiting and ready. It 
intercepted 
the 
fleet and 
anni­ 
hilated it in the B attle of T sushi­ 
ma. The peace which w as negoti­ 
ated penalized Russia w ith the loss 
of P ort A rthur. 
Jap* Grow Amoitsou* 
R ussia’s am bitions in the Pacific 
were wrecked. The Japanese people 
went w’ild over the victories. Their 
leaders w ent wild w ith grandiose 
plans. W orld W ar I found Japan 
deceptively aligned w ith the Allies. 
A convenient alliance—for Japan 
—which enabled her to fall heir to 
the form er G erm an insular posses­ 
sions in the Pacific. 
The Allies did not tru st Japan 
and the high com m and did not 
overlook the probability th a t the 
Nipponese would seize any pretext 
to take over p arts of Siberia and 
seal Russia off from the Pacific 
ocean. Accordingly, the Jap s were 
invited to participate in an Allied 
patrol of Siberia, exposed to con-
